The act pro­ 
v ides that after six ty day s a max i­ 
mum tariff which is 2 0 per cent higher 
than the regular schedules shall go 
into effect against ev ery country that 
does not giv e us the fav ored nation 
clause on ev ery item, which, as things 
now stand, would mean v ery nearly ev - 


Now, it is not hard to see what the 
practical effect of all this will be. As 
the bill repeals present reciprocity pro­ 
v isions, a tariff war with nearly all the 
nations of continental Europe will prob­ 
ably ensue, and during that war the 
max imum tariff, which on many sched­ 
ules is actually higher than the Dingley 
act, will be in effect. 
A second modification of the appar­ 
ent reductions in the Pay ne bill will 
arise from the prov ision that in certain 
cases the basis of v alue on articles 
tax ed by the ad v alorem method shall 
be the wholesale price of that article 
in the United States. Now, in nearly 
all cases the American price is much 
higher than the foreign price, which is 
the basis of v alue now employ ed. The 
effect of this rise in v aluation will be 
ery nation ex cept Great Britain. Under to nullify cuts in schedules, just as a 
this prov ision the tax on some articles 
supposed to be free by the terms of the 
new law would actually be higher thar 
under the present Dingley act. Petro 
teum, for ex ample, is free, as at pres­ 
ent; but, since Russia, the only coun­ 
try from which we can import petro­ 
leum in large quantities, tax es it, we 
are thus made to tax it also. A similar 
effect may be produced on wood pulp 
and print paper, since Canada now 
tax es these products, and by the work­ 
ings of the new law we would likewise 
be made to tax them. Thus the fight 
of American newspapers for cheaper 
paper will be only half won ev en if 
that section of the Pay ne bill goes 
through as it now stands. The other 
half of the fight will hav e to be won in 
Canada, if at ail. 
In like way s this 
max imum and minimum prov ision may 
be made actually to raise the tariff on 
v ery many schedules—coffee, for ex ­ 


higher assessment on real, or personal 
property may be made to nullify a re­ 
duction in rates of tax ation.

The main reason for the rev ision of 
the tariff at this time, aside from the 
pressure of public opinion, is that the 
present law does not produce sufficient 
rev enue.

In years gone by, when Republican 
platform s were framed, one of the 
fram ers and a man whose judgment 
was proven by experience to teem 
with wisdom, was Col. John H. Clay­ 
pool.

eye on the 
Senate, Insisted on the county option 
plank in tile 
platform. 
Ile stood 
alone and refused to compromise on 
his position. The Democrats had put 
a township and ward unit plank in 
their platform and Hardy believed in 
“going them one better.” 
Col. Clay­ 
pool insisted on the Republican par­ 
ty standing on its temperance rec­ 
ord, the Moore and Nicholson laws, 
and going out to meet the people of 
Indiana with the laurels of all tem­ 
perance legislation on the brows of 
Republicanism and a claim that the 
proposed 
Democratic 
plank 
was 
vicious and endorsed and 
baptized 
with the sanction 
of the 
brewers. 
When he could not get the Republi­ 
cans (or rather Hanly) to take that 
stand he suggested that high license 
instead of county option should find 
a place in the Republican platform. 
Had C ol. Claypool^ wishes been re­ 
spected in this instance, as they had 
been in the many years before, Jim 
W atson would today be governor of 
Indiana. However, that is beside the

wise politicians can see nothing but 
dark clouds and a gloomy outlook.

and when he did not have the oppor­ 
tunity of kn owing such election was 
even contemplated, would be robbed 
of the sacred privilege of exercising 
his right of suffrage. 
( oh Claypool is a frequent con­ 
tributor to the Indianapolis news­ 
papers and a man interviewed and 
quoted quite often. 
His Republican­ 
ism is beyond question and he is a 
man that stands for the great moral 
uplift of his fellowman. 
Taking a 
moral step in the dark often proves 
disastrous;- it. reacts sometimes and 
morality is the loser in the long run. 
These great

much come in two colors, white and 
black. 
When the extreme is reached 
in either event, it rebounds from the 
stone wall and works an injury to 
the cause.

in the late campaign in Indiana, as 
every schoolboy knows, and on it the 
Republican party met a crushing de­ 
feat. 
“During the whole session of the 
recent Legisature the question of re­ 
pealing or not repealing the county 
local option law was the dominant is­ 
sue between the Democratic House of 
Representatives and the Republican

The assembly o f Eu ro p ean n o tables 
is the o u tco me o f a co n tin en tal p ilgri­ 
mage u n d ertak en by Sir Max Waechter, 
a n atu ralized British su bject, bo m in 
German y as far back as 1837. 
Sir Max Waechter mak es n o secret 
of his ad miratio n o f America. He 
made a comparison between the United 
States of America and the disunited 
state» of Europe, and came to the con­ 
clusion, that, to q u o te his own words: 
“ Europe is gradually losing its position 
in tho world, and this will in course of 
time be usurped by other nations, 
which are rapidly coming to the front, 
unless we pull ourselves together and 
abandon the vicious sy stem now pre­ 
vailing in Europe which handicaps us 
so seriously in the commercial strug­ 
gle for ex istence.* 
There is only one answer to that. 
Europe must be Americanized or Eu­ 
rope is lost. 
But, it will be asked, what chance 
has this bold German Briton of carry ­ 
ing out his American izin g p ro ject? 
It was to find that out that Sir Max 
Waechter last y ear made a political 
pilgrimage through Europe. In a con­ 
versation, which Mr. Charles Lowe re­ 
ports in the Contemporary Review, Sir 
Max Waechter declared that so far 
from finding the sovereign statesmen 
of the Old World hostile they are pre­ 
pared to consider their inevitable Amer­ 
icanization with an open mind. 
So Sir Max is sanguine. Septuagen­ 
arians are often optimists, and the 
congress is going to be held, and I hope 
it may be my good fortune to be there 
to see how we wise men of Europe pro­ 
pose to Americanize the Old World.— 
William T. Stead, London correspond­ 
ent of the New York American.
